Ilu* displueemeut of Colouel Holloway was due to 
liis having interefered with Juwlmnc during the final 
furl* ag. t ut the interference was of so slight a 
nature and came at a period when Jawbone was well 
beaten, that it was generally «*xi>ected that the 
protest tiled by jockey Hopkins would be ignored by 
the stewards. These officials, however, thought the 
Interference was a contributing factor in Jawbone’s 
defeat and promptly ordered tin* disqualification of 
Coloml Holloway. Hagnant and Stealaway were 
awarded se<x»nd and third places, respectively. 

J *« key C. Turner, who hud the mount on Colonel 
Holloway, was suspended by the stewards for one 
v.' ek for liis rough riding. 

Cold weather reduced the attendance today con- 
siderably and the big fields in most of the races 
affected the volume of speculation. Some of the 
finishes were again hard fought, with the result 
in doubt until the last stride. The two year-old 
"(•ramble went to Southern Shore, with Cedar Brook 
in second place and Yorkville third. Thirteen 
youngsters engaged in the lace, but the issue was 
always between the first two at Hie finish. Me 
Taggart, on the winner, and Dugan on tin* placed 
horse, engaged in a humping match in the first fur- 
long and later attempted a whip duel until Southern 
Shore drew awav. Both riders were warned against 
a repetition of such conduct by the stewards.

speetively. The running of the former was attended 
by a spill. Sandy Hill, on which Williams had the 
mount, going down soon after the start. Both horse 
and rider escaped injury. 

The selling handicap at one mile resulted in vic- 
tory for Font after a hard drive to wear down 
Berkeley. The hitter loomed as the likely winner 
until tin* final sixteenth, where he weakened sud- 
denly.

LOWER HOUSE OF SOUTH CAROLINA LEGIS- 
LATURE IN MIDST OF SUBJECT. 

Amendments Offered in Both Branches Designed to 
Defer Date When Measure Will Become 
Effective in Event of Its Passage. 



Columbia, S. C.. January 31. — Both branches of 
tin* Legislature today devoted considerable time to 
the anti-betting bill. Tin* lower house members 
allowed it to pass its second reading and then begun 
debates by both sides. Representative Vauder Horst. 
°ne of tin* strongest opponents of the measure, iiad 
the floor when adjournment came and the bill will 
be the regular order of business when the house 
re convenes tomorrow. During the afternoon’s debate 
several amendments were offered to the Hill and t 
is expected that they will be accepted. One to make 
the bill effective January 1. 1913, in the event of 
its passage, is likely to meet the strongest opposi- 
iion. The injunction clause is also a bane of con- 
tention.
